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atih Akdogan is a modern-day 
marvel. He made his senior debut 
with current club Southern Stars 
(then Dingley City) 10 years ago 
in Provisional League Division Two and if 
the 25-year-old jack-of-all-trades has his 
way he’ll end his career with the Division 
One Turkish outfit. 
There’s a refreshing simplicity to the way 
Akdogan describes his relationship with his 
club. “You give something to the club and the 
club gives you something back,” he said. 
“At the moment I could not see myself 
playing with another club. The friendship 
and family connections at Dingley are great 
and it would be really, really hard to let that 
go.” 
And Southern Stars would be crazy to loosen 
their grip on one of their most valuable 
playing assets. As the club has maintained 
its steady rise from the nether regions of 
Victorian football, Akdogan has been a first 
team fixture and has been used in a variety 
of roles. 
Primarily used as a defender, he had a spell 
at centre-forward a few seasons ago in 
Division Three South East and managed to 
bag 15 goals and in recent weeks Southern 
Stars have used him in midfield. 
Akdogan started his career at sub-junior 
level as a striker with Beaumaris under-7s 
and credits coach Terry Lovegrove with 
getting him involved in the sport. 
“To be honest, Terry is the man who got 
me playing soccer. He’d come to the house 
and pick me up for training and games and 
drop me off after. I owe him a lot,” said

Akdogan. 

The youngster, his older brother and parents 
moved back to Turkey when he was 13 and 
that spelt the end of Akdogan’s football 
career for around 18 months. When the 
family came back to Melbourne, Lovegrove 
had joined Sandringham City juniors so that 
was where Akdogan went. 

He played at under-15 level and in 
Sandringham’s under-16 Super League 
side. But once that season ended his interest 
in playing waned and six months went by 
before his schoolmates talked him into 
joining Dingley City in 1998. 

“T remember my first game in the reserves,” 
said Akdogan. “The seniors were short so 
I ended up playing in the first team too. I 
think I just ran on adrenalin that day. 

“But the club has come a long, long way 
since then. Back when I joined it was more 
of a get-together sort of thing but now there’s 
much more support, more sponsorship and 
it’s much more professional. 

“Having said that, we still have to battle for 
recognition within the community because 
we’re the only Turkish club on this side of 
town. 

“And we are still looking for a permanent 
base. We’re sharing Ross Reserve right now 
with Springvale City but we only use it on 
matchdays. We do our training at Warner 
Reserve in South Springvale.” 

Despite a nomadic existence and a coaching 
change during pre-season, Southern Stars 
have more than held their own in Division 
One this season, their first at that level, and 
have impressed many observers. 
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Fatih Akdogan gives chase in last season’s Division One Play 
Off contest against Bentleigh Greens. The match finished 0-0 
and the Stars went on to clinch promotion on penalties. 


Senior coach Frank McGrellis resigned 
about five weeks before the season’s start 
to pursue a full-time career in a community- 
based position and former Kiwi international 
striker Billy Wright took charge. 

“Frank was very professional. He liked 
things done the right way and if it took us 10 
times to get it right then that’s what it took. 
He was a perfectionist. 

“Billy concentrated on fitness-based things 
at the start and he’s been good for the club so 
far, no doubt about it.” 

Wright has a reputation as one of the most 
animated matchday coaches in Victorian 
football. Time and again he resembles 
someone with the worst aspects of Tourette 
syndrome mixed with liberal doses of St 
Vitus dance. 

Wright can become so animated that 
spectators and opposition players alike are 
left dumbfounded. It was no different for 
Southern Stars’ players at first. 

“Yeah, the first couple of weeks it was unreal 
but we got used to it. I find that the opposition 
players are more amused by it than we are 
and tend to react more. 

“And Billy’s a lot different at training, much 
more relaxed, more laidback. It’s just the 
matchday thing that he gets really pumped 
up about.” 

But for all his technical area shenanigans, 
Wright has his men firmly on track to achieve 
the club’s main aim in 2007, to consolidate 
its newfound status. 

“Everyone keeps telling us that we’ve got 
a good side but it’s such a tight league that 


are going down. 

“We can’t afford to take any chances so the 
way we look at it is that four are going down 
and we’ve got to make sure that we’re not in 
that group.” 

One of the clubs below Southern Stars and 
staring down the relegation barrel is Casey 
Comets (formerly Cranbourne), who faced 
their old Division Two rival last weekend. 
This interview was conducted before the 
match but you could tell by the tone of 
Akdogan’s voice what that game meant to 
his teammates and to his club. 

“The Cranbourne games are big, big games 
for us. I guess we went head to head with 
them for a while last year in Second Division 
before we dropped points which gave them 
the title. 

“In a way it was better for us because going 
through the play-off series (and winning 
promotion to Division One) raised our profile 
a lot more which was great for the club.” 
Akdogan works in the purchasing department 
of Dandenong-based engine reconditioning 
company HM GEM Engines, and if his 
loyalty to his football club is any indication, 
he’s likely to accrue plenty of long service 
leave with his present employer. 

So what’s the key to being a one-club man? 
“Simple, really. It’s the supporters. I’ve 
watched lots of other clubs but I’ve not 
seen supporters like ours at Dingley who 
chant and chant and create a really special 
atmosphere for the players. 

“That’s what’s kept me at this club for all 
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used to it. 

“But our job’s not done yet and with catch- 
up games that some clubs have it wouldn’t 
take much to be fighting to avoid relegation. 
“The whole promotion-relegation thing is up 
in the air anyway. You talk to some people 
and they say two or three are going down. “AVOURITE EAG <O VOU

Australia’s Asian Cup campaign lies in 
ruin after slumping to a 3-1 defeat at the 
hands of their 2004 Olympic conquerers, 
Iraq. 

With his side requiring a drastic 
improvement against co-hosts Thailand in 
their final group game, Graham Arnold’s 
future as Socceroos’ coach hangs by a 
thread as the pre-tournament favourites 
are seemingly set for a shock group stage 
elimination. 

Arnold elected to make just 
the one change to the insipid lineup 
which were lucky to draw with Oman in 
their tournament opener; replacing the 
disappointing Mile Sterjovski with young 
gun Brett Holman. 

The Socceroos made a _ bright 
opening to the match; Harry Kewell 
producing a searching run down the left 
flank as early as the third minute, his cross 
finding the feet of Marco Bresciano who 
failed to direct his shot on target. 

But despite Australia controlling 
the tempo of the game, it was their Middle 
Eastern opposition who produced the best 
chance of the opening quarter hour; Brett 
Emerton tured inside out by Younis 
Mahmoud before the Iraqi captain’s 
powerful strike was brilliantly saved by 
Mark Schwarzer. 

Schwarzer turned from hero to 
villain as Iraq took the lead in the 23rd 
minute; Nashat Akram’s long range free 
kick finding the back of the net with 
Schwarzer distracted by the run of Saleh 
Sadir. Vince Grella, who had given away 
the initial free kick for raising his boot in a 
high challenge, failed to pick up the runner 
and watched helplessly as the bouncing 
ball crossed the line. 

Grella’s evening went from 
bad to worse as the recently signed 
Torino midfielder was booked for dissent 
with half-time approaching, needlessly 
receiving a yellow card after teammate 
Patrick Kisnorbo had conceded a free kick 
in a harmless position. 

With the interval rapidly 
approaching Kisnorbo nearly gifted Iraq a 
second goal; the defender taking his eyes off 
an innocuous Iraqi long ball and allowing 
it to hit his back, the comedy of errors 
continuing as the ball fell to a surprised 
Mahmoud who was denied by a desperate 
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last ditch tackle from Luke Wilkshire. 

The Australians came out firing as 
the second half got under way, and within 
two minutes were back on level terms; 
Bresciano sending the ball wide to Brett 
Emerton whose first-touch cross found the 
head of Mark Viduka; the ‘Duke’ skillfully 
stretching back and sending a looping 
header into the far corner of the net past 
keeper Noor Sabri. 

But despite Australia controlling 
possession, it was Iraq who found a goal 
somewhat against the run of play. On 
the hour mark it was halftime substitute 
Tim Cahill who gave the ball away under 
no pressure in the centre of the pitch, and 
Hawar Mulla Mohammed capitalised on 
some slack marking from Kisnorbo to slot 
the ball past Schwarzer with the outside of 
his boot. 

Swelling with confidence, Iraq had 
numerous chances to bury the Australians, 
but both Haider Abdull Amer and Hawar 
failed to make the most of their chances; 
the latter denied by a finger-tip save from 
Schwarzer. 

The result was eventually sealed 
in the 86th minute, Iraq scoring their third 
and final goal as the result of yet another 
Australian defensive error. This time it was 
Lucas Neill at fault, the West Ham defender 
essentially handing the ball to Mahmoud 
with a rushed free kick; the Iraqi captain’s 
shot taking a deflection off the back of 
Neill’s foot and falling to Karrar Jassim, 
who made no mistake in guiding the ball 
home from point blank range. 

With frustration growing in the 
Socceroos’ camp, both Wilkshire and Neill 
were booked in the dying minutes; Neill 
shown his second yellow card of the game 
with seconds remaining to rule him out of 
Australia’s must win clash with Thailand. 


Australia’s final group game takes place 
tonight against host nation, Thailand. 
The match KO is 10.30PM AEST.

Mexico defeated Uruguay 3-1 on Saturday 
to claim third place in the 42nd edition of 
the Copa America. 

After falling behind to a 22nd- 
minute strike by Sebasian Abreu, Mexico 
responded with Cuauhtemoc Blanco’s penalty 
in the 38th and goals from Omar Bravo in the 
68th and Andres Guardado in the 76th. 

While Blanco’s conversion from 
the spot put Mexico on level terms on the 
scoresheet, the foul that prompted it proved 
even more costly for Uruguay as they saw 
Diego Lugano sent off by Ecuadoran referee 
Mauricio Reinoso in a contentious decision. 

Reinoso had turned down what 
looked like a penalty after Lugano’s challenge 
on Bravo after 18 minutes, but pulled out the 
red card when Lugano collided with another 
opponent inside the area. 

Down a man, Uruguay could do 
little to challenge Mexico’s dominance in the 
second half. 

Mexico pressed their advantage, 
challenging Uruguay keeper Fabian Carini 
repeatedly before Bravo broke through with 
a superb shot. 

Eight minutes later Mexico sealed 
the victory as substitute Andres Guardado

Brazil have played 
in all but one final in the past 12 years - 
missing out in 2001 - and have won seven of 
those, including a penalty shoot-out victory 
over Argentina three years ago in Peru.

England’s Chelsea Football Club and 
the entertainment giant Walt Disney Co.

BECKHAM MUST 
DELIVER THE 
GOODS, SAYS 

AMERICAN 
PRESS 


Now that the glitz, glamour and red- 
carpet reception is out of the way, David 
Beckham needs to show he can deliver 
the goods on the football field, America’s 
newspapers said Saturday. 

An explosion of confetti and booming rock 
music greeted Beckham’s unveiling at the 
LA Galaxy’s Home Depot Center stadium, 
where about 5,000 fans and 700 media 
packed stands to witness what officials 
described as a “historic” day. 

Beckham’s introduction made the 
front page of the Los Angeles Times and 
was the splash story on the sports pages. 

“At heart, Beckham is still a kid 

from a working-class family in London’s 
east side and marvels at his good fortune 
every day,” the Times wrote. 
\ “He is insistent about teaching his 
three sons to say please and thank you... he’s 
serious about succeeding at this business of 
getting Americans to embrace his sport.” 

Coverage in the Times ran over two 
pages under the main banner: “Beckham 
dives right in”. 

Beckham, who helped lead Real 
Madrid to a Spanish league title in June, 
has signed a 5.5 million dollar deal with 
the Galaxy which could potentially reach 
250 million dollars over five years in profit- 
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campaign amid criticism of him back home 
in the press and from fans. 

“Tt’s the final opportunity in a 
tournament of three games at the moment 
and that we’ve still got that opportunity,” he 
said. “We only have to beat Thailand, 
whether it’s 1-0, 2-0 as long as Iraq get the 
right result and we may have to get 2 or 3- 
0 to make sure our goal difference is better 
than Oman if they win (beat Iraq).

The Orange County Register 
headlined with “Biggest star in the Galaxy” 
while the Long Beach Press Telegram 
triumphed “Thousands greet Beckham in 
Carson”. 

The Register wondered how 
much Friday’s circus scenes had to do with 
football how much was about selling 92.99 
dollar Galaxy shirts. 

“Friday’s scene surrounding the 
game’s most recognizable player spoke 
volumes about how the lines between sports 
and entertainment have become increasingly 
blurred in a celebrity obsessed age,” the 
Register wrote. 

The Press Telegram compared 
Beckham’s arrival to that of Fab Four in the 
1960s, calling it a “Beatleseque invasion of 
America”. 

Many US papers’ mentioned 
Beckham’s uneasiness with using the 
Americanism term soccer instead of 
football. “He drew a verbal yellow card for 
calling his sport football before correcting 
himself,” said The New York Times. 

USA Today said the verdict was 
still out on whether Beckham was indeed a 
soccer saviour who could transform football 
in America from a marginal sport to major 
league status. 

“Whether the ticket- and jersey- 
buying public will be as interested as 
the media to take notice of Beckham’s 
entry into the American soccer scene will 
ultimately determine whether this move was 
a watershed moment for a once-struggling 
professional sports league or just another 
failed attempt to get Americans on the 
soccer bandwagon,” wrote USA Today.

Owen were injured before the World Cup, 
he did the unthinkable and picked Theo 
Walcott without ever seeing him play 
- a situation that remained unchanged 


throughout the World Cup, exposing the 
stupidity of his selection. 

Eriksson may now have up to £50m in 
transfer kitty at his disposal; and will 
have every opportunity to devise more 
than a single game-plan. I believe that had 
Roman Abramovich managed to persuade 
Eriksson to replace Claudio Ranieri at 
Chelsea, he would have gone along with 
each and every one of his whims, unlike 
Jose Mourinho does. Chelsea may have 
resembled a Real Madrid’ retired XI with 
aging superstars. 


Eriksson may have been hoping. that 
bigger clubs would have been seeking his 
leadership, but like the others before him, 
his reputation was damaged with England 
and the unrealistic expectations that go 
with this post. Other England managers 
have suffered a similar fate. Sir Bobby 
Robson had to disappear abroad to rebuild 
his career, Graham Taylor went back to his 
spiritual home of Watford, while Glenn 
Hoddle has never recovered after he was 
sacked by the FA. Terry Venables has had 
a patchy career at club and international 
level. Kevin Keegan managed to steer 
Manchester City back into the Premiership, 
but was never taken seriously after his 
unsuccessful reign with England. 


Regardless of reputation disasters, at 
club level Eriksson’s trophy success is 
impressive, with league and cup Doubles 
in three different European countries as 
well as UEFA titles with Gothenburg and 
Lazio. Let’s hope the press gives Sven a 
chance, but I’m so glad I don’t support 
Manchester City!
